Learned Sir Francis Bacon , That tho' the 
Higk-Conſtables Authority hath a. more 
ample Circuit, he"did not perceive that the 
Perty-Conſtable is ſubordinate to him,from 
any Commandment that proceeds from his 
cwn Authority : But it was uſed, That the 
Warrants and Precepts of the Juſtices be 


-delivered to the High-Conſtableg,who being 


few in number, might better attend the Jy- 
ſices ; and then the High-Conftables by 
virtue of ſach Warrants (not their own 
Anthority) make their Precepts over to the 
Perty-Conſtables.Bac.C.T.p.22,8& 30. And 
this alſo ſeems to be only in ſome Caſes, as

This ſcems to be the 'general Method, 
tho" in ſome large Pariſhes and particular

Inferior' Officers be called by ſeveral names, 
yet their*Offices in their ſeveral PrecinQs

In ſome Caſes then the High Conſtable 
may and multdo more than the Petty-Con- 
ſtable, ec.

It is in his power , by the virtue of his 
Office, to preſerve their Majeſties Peace : 


1. In foreſceing and preventing that ng- 
thing be done thar dire&ly will,or probably 
may, be an cccafion of the breach thereot. 

2- In quieting ſuch as are atQually 
breaking the ſame. 

3. In puniſhing fuch as have already 
broke the Peace. 


&F Firſt, For the preventing the reach of Preventing 
the Peace, he ex Officio, without a Warrant and pre- . - 
from a Juſtice , by Night or by Day may ſerving the 
Arreſt ſuſpeted perſons, Strangers, and Peace, ex 
others, that walk in the Night and fleep in Officio. 

He may ſtop all fuch perſons as 
go or ride- unlawfully Arn'd, and take 
their Arms from them and commit them 
ro Priſon; and if be be inform's of ſuch as 
banat Bawdy-Honfes , or other ſuſpicious 
Places, or of any lewd Man and ' Woman 
that are togerher , and aboiit to be incon- 
tinent and lewd, he may rake affiſtance- with 
kiny and: Arreſt them.
